[ EXTREMELY RARE NEW ENGLAND SHILLING 


FIRST COIN STRUCK IN NORTH AMERICA 


444 (1652) New England Shilling. Large circular silver planchet without collar, irregular and edges 
slightly crimped. Large NE (for New England) struck in relief in depressed 
punchmark on upper obverse. Rev. The value, XII, for 12 pence or shillings stamped 
in relief in square punchmark. Noe 1-A. 70% grains. Only 16 pieces recorded by Noe. 
NE is double struck. This is the first NE Shilling to appear in one of our sales in the 
past decade. Nice Very Fine. Usual bend in planchet but no other faults. Very 
attractive and considering its great rarity we anticipate spirited bidding on the first

464 1794 ‘The first Silver Dollar minted by the United States. Bolender 1. First star close to 1; 
second star near curl, but not touching. Rev., branch with 21 leaves, wreath with 19 
berries. Only the single variety of this year. BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED, choice 
and nearly pristine. The beautiful surfaces display a remarkable sheen, resplendent 
with full original mint frost. It barely falls short of absolute perfection due to a small 
mint abrasion on third star, otherwise without any visible blemish incurred after 
striking. Perfectly centered, and excellent bold impression, especially sharp on the 
hair details and eagle’s wings and breast feathers, however, one of the later strikings 
from these dies, showing heavy clash marks around centers, together with the 
characteristic weakness at left on either side, the flattening being directly attributed 
to the die injuries, and common to this issue. Fully equal to the finest known, being 
tied with several other Mint State examples in the Condition Census. An extreme 
rarity in this condition. Of only 1758 coined on October 15, 1794, not quite 
fifty specimens are extant today in all grades, most of these having been melted down 
for bullion in the early 1800’s. Absolutely the most superb example of this 
highly-coveted date to pass through our hands since we sold the F.C.C. Boyd 
(WGC)-Adolph Friedman-Charles Williams specimen in the 1949 ANA sale, nearly 
twenty-five years ago! 

In this magnificent state of preservation this extraordinary 1794 Silver 
Dollar is a classic American rarity in the truest sense, being one of the most historic 
and desirable numismatic items of all United States coinage. With the insatiable 
demand by a spiraling number of discriminating collectors for “quality and rarity,” 
we would not be surprised in the least to see this great numismatic prize command a 
price in the high five figures on today’s soaring market. Here is a potential runaway! 

Originally obtained from B. Max Mehl by F. C. C. Boyd, probably during the 
1930’s. When the vast Boyd holdings were acquired by Numismatic Gallery and 
dispersed around the end of World War II, this piece was privately sold by us to a 
leading New York numismatic concern, who, in turn placed it into the collection 
where it has resided for nearly three decades. PLATE

gold with hints of iridescence at the borders. THIRD FINEST KNOWN. This variety

466 1795 Flowing hair design; three leaves below wing. Bolender 5 (R-1). Die cut behind top 
curl. Borderline Uncirculated. Usual uneven strike, stars sharp with full radial lines, 
but not too well struck-up at center of obverse; faintest touches of cabinet friction 
upon cheek and neck. Reverse fully mint state and exceptionally bold, with claws 
sharp, nearly full breast feathers. Slightly more attractive than the Arnel coin at

467 1795 Bolender 5 (R-1), another. Fine to Very Fine, with similar quality striking 
characteristics as on last. Usual weakness in centers with reverse bolder than obverse, 
A clean and attractive example of this popular type.

468 1795 Draped Bust design by Gilbert Stuart; small eagle on reverse. Bolender 15a (R-4). 
Head properly centered, die chip in hair near ribbon. Brilliant Uncirculated, with 
attractive delicate antique golden tone. Eagle’s breast boldly impressed. A truly 
choice example, displaying considerable prooflike gloss on obverse and reverse. 
Absolutely free of any signs of adjustment marks, Exceptional quality, of Condition 


Census level. Worthy of a discriminating type set collector. PLATE | 


469 1795  Bolender 15A (R-4), another. Earlier state of the die cracks than on preceding. Very 
Fine, attractively mottled iridescent warm gray tone. The highly attractive surfaces 
are amazingly clean and choice, consistent with a much higher grade. An excellent 
example for the type collector. 


470 1797 Sixteen stars, 9 x 7; large letters. Bolender 1 (R-4). Scarce perfect die state. 
Extremely Fine, stronger than usual impression for this variety, with centers rather 
bold, the reverse exceptionally sharp, Lustrous toned surfaces, one small edge bruise 
on reverse, 


471 1797  Bolender 1b (R-4), another, Later die state, both dies shattered and severely clashed. 
Almost Extremely Fine for this variety, which nearly always comes weakly and 
unevenly struck, The lustrous surfaces suggest EF or better. 


472 1798 Large heraldic eagle, Knobbed 9; 10 arrows, Bolender 6 (high R-3). Very rare perfect 
die. Fully Very Fine. Evenly worn, surfaces clean and quite free from adjustment 
marks; a couple of miniscule edge nicks do not detract. 


473 1798 Medium wide date; 10 arrows. Bolender 13 (R-1). For the coin, almost Extremely 
Fine where struck-up, but weak at very center on either side, as usual, however, 
showing more central curl details than on Bolender’s plate coin, Irregular deep gray 
toning. Date collectors’ coin, 


474 1799 Bolender 5a (R-1, this die state RR). Perfect date; without “pocket” under throat, as 
claimed by Bolender, Rev. U in UNITED imperfect at upper left. Very Fine, and 
bold, with considerable mint lustre, There are trivial signs of handling on either side, 
along with a barely noticeable, faint hairline scratch at r. obverse. A very attractive 
coin for its grade.

reverse. Comparatively well struck and centered, a few miniscule bag marks short of

476 1799 _Bolender 23 (low R-4). Thirteen stars, 8 x 5. Rev. from the same die as B-16. Choice 
Uncirculated, the original brilliance slightly subdued by beautiful touches of golden 
patina, blending with delicate rainbow iridescence near borders. Magnificent surfaces; 
well centered, uniformly sharp strike. Tied for Finest Known honors with the Brand- 
B. G. Johnson - T. J. Clarke coin, which has long reigned unequalled or unchallenged 
until the appearance of the specimen offered here. Of extreme importance to the 
specialist, this being the most popular of the 1799’s in all but unobtainable

477 1800 Bolender 14a (R-3). The famous ‘“‘Dotted Date” variety. Strictly Very Fine, traces of 
lustre, with signs of old cleaning. 


478 1800 Bolender 19 (R-2), AMERICAI,. Very Fine, rather boldly struck except in centers. 
The surfaces on the whole suggest a grade of EF, with irregular medium gray and 
darker tarnish, still retaining some lustre; small rim dent below first 0 in date. A 
desirable specimen of this popular type coin. 


479 1801 Bolender 2a (R-3). Wide date, 01 closest; 12 arrows. Very Fine, uneven impression, 
flatly struck on upper hair and LIBERTY; reverse sharp. Lightly toned warm gray. 
One tiny rim dent at bottom reverse, hardly noticeable. 


THE EXCESSIVELY RARE 1802/1 B-9b 


480 1802/1 Bolender 9b (high R-7). Close overdate; chip in field between B and point of curl. 
Unpublished die breaks, from border to bust above drapery, another from border 
opposite thirteenth star, through center of twelfth, and into field past inner point of 
eleventh star; not so known to Bolender. Very Fine, rather boldly struck-up, with 
pleasing warm gray surfaces; unusually clean and choice for the grade, save for a tiny 
pin-point nick on nape of neck. SECOND FINEST KNOWN, only one of only six 
now definitely traced; this advanced die state extremely rare, only one other located. 
This variety unknown to Haseltine, not discovered until 1950, when Bolender 
purchased the Marmaduke Fox collection. Of extreme importance, rarity and 
desirability. Obtained from New Netherlands’ 54th sale, April 22-23, 1960,

481 1802/1 Bolender 1 (high R-5). Close overdate; 12 arrows. This is always a very difficult 
variety to grade, as these invariably come flatly struck from badly injured dies. 
Considered Extra Fine, with the usual localized obverse weakness, especially sharp on 
the reverse. Highly lustrous, prooflike surfaces. A really superior example of this very 
rare variety, usually only found very worn. 


482 1803 Large 3, Bolender 6a (R-1). Obverse die lightly cracked through stars at r. Almost 
Extremely Fine. Deep warm gray and golden toning. Struck on a flan that has some 
light adjustment marks at central obv. An attractive date or type coin,

EXTREMELY RARE 1836 GOBRECHT BELOW BASE 


483 1836 =‘ The first type of the Liberty Seated Dollar designed by Christian Gobrecht. Obverse, 
Liberty seated on rock, holding staff and pileus; C. GOBRECHT. F. in the field 
between base and date. Reverse, Flying eagle to left, surrounded by twenty-six stars 
of three different sizes. Judd 58, Adams-Woodin 46. Dies aligned at an angle to 
coinwise, Plain edge. A glittering PROOF, acquiring a lovely pale gray and lavender 
tone, mingling with a beautiful light golden patina. A few minute field nicks from 
contact with other coins, but none worth detailed description. Exceedingly rare, one 
of only a very few struck of the later issues and much rarer than an original, of which 


only eighteen were coined. In the greatest possible demand! PLATE 

Restruck by Mint Director Snowden circa 1859, with dies aligned so 
that the eagle is flying horizontally, with ONE DOLLAR askew to 
right. It can be distinguished from the original issue by die cracks 
through bases of OLLA and tops of NITED,STATES, O, in addition 
to having a high, kKnife-rim or ‘‘wire edge’? around obverse. The 
originals were struck on a screw press and lack both these 
characteristics. 


484 1836 C.GOBRECHT. F. on base. Starred reverse. Judd 60, Adams-Woodin 42. Dies aligned 
bookwise (reverse die exactly 180° from the original); obverse with 83 in date recut; 
reverse uncracked. Plain edge. Second original issue, one of only 600 impressions 
struck for circulation on March 31, 1837. Proof, cleaned bright, showing a few 
microscopic field nicks and some trivial hairlines, but really quite beautiful and 
desirable. Almost twice as rare as the regularly seen issue of December 11, 1836.

485 1838 C. GOBRECHT omitted entirely from base; thirteen stars around obverse border. 
Regular starless reverse. Reeded edge. Judd 84. Choice Proof, splendidly toned a deep 
golden patina, with iridescent hues of blue and lavender near the periphery. Borders 
rounded as on originals. Struck on a flan which had a few tiny chips prior to striking, 
the only plain one in field near sixth star; some very faint hairlines are barely evident.

486 1839 Same type as the 1838; C. GOBRECHT omitted entirely from base; thirteen stars 
around obverse border. Regular starless reverse. Reeded edge. Judd 104. Brilliant 
Proof, mostly antique gold toning, blending with beautiful, rich steel-blue and lilac 
iridescence around the borders; partial “wire edge” on either side. A truly 
magnificent specimen, highly attractive in spite of the faintest signs of hairlines, none 
of which are really visible without a glass. Very rare, many times more so than the 


| originals, of which 300 were minted. PLATE 


487 1839 Gobrecht Dollar, from the same dies as last. A lovely Brilliant Proof with milkish-gray 
mottlings and tinges of peripheral iridescence on obverse, delicately golden toned 
upon the reverse; a few infinitesimal hairlines, otherwise quite choice. A very 
desirable example of this coveted type coin. 


LIBERTY SEATED TYPE DOLLARS 


488 1840‘ The first year of the regular Liberty Seated design, with drapery; obverse by Robert 
Ball Hughes, after Gobrecht. About Uncirculated, fully prooflike, though evidently 
cleaned; relatively free of the usual abrasions, save for one nick on denticles above 
cap. Needle-sharp strike, full head and stars, the eagle exceptionally bold, A scarce 
and desirable first year type coin.

489 1840 About Uncirculated, lustrous, somewhat prooflike surfaces, displaying a delicate gray 
and golden patina; trivial signs of handling and cabinet friction. Sharply struck, with 
full head, nearly full stars; only a hair’s breadth less bold than preceding coin, A very 
attractive example, far above average for this date. 


| VERY RARE 1842 PROOF 


490 1842 Brilliant Proof, a few light hairlines and trivial field marks; identifiable by a faint edge 
bruise above Liberty’s head. Date about centered; fine die file marks between thumb 
and forefinger of shield hand, and above crook of elbow of pole arm. Reverse of 
1844, with die defects on right side of final A in AMERICA, the same die found on 
proofs of various dates in the 1840’s and finally on 1852. Extremely rare, much more 
so than the later dates. PROBABLY ONLY A DOZEN OR SO STRUCK, ONE OF 
NOT OVER EIGHT NOW TRACED, including coins impounded in ANS, the 
Smithsonian, and two in original Proof Sets. Of the highest importance. Ex-“Regal 
Collection” (Stack’s, May 25-26, 1956, Lot #776), later obtained from out 1963

491 1842 About Extremely Fine, somewhat weakly struck as usual, especially so on the 
reverse, Excellent surfaces, showing considerable mint lustre, nearly free of handling 
marks of more than microscopic importance; evidently cleaned long ago. Signs of die 
deterioration visible. Attractive and very scarce, 


492 1843 Horizontal of 4 recut; rev., rim breaks over STATES OF. Extremely Fine, or possibly 
a shade better, but cleaned and has some of the usual minor handling marks on either 
side. Full head and stars; partly lustrous, Above average for this date. 


493 1844 Quadruple stripes to obverse shield. Reverse, criss-cross die file marks below right 
wing and above left one at corner of shield. Borderline Uncirculated, brilliant and 
frosty. Struck from dies retaining prooflike polish. Virtually mint state, only the 
slightest traces of friction evident upon some of the highest points; light handling 
marks visible with a glass, none worthy of description. A really rare and underrated 


date, this type coin (“‘double shift” obverse) especially so. 
Mintage of only 20,000. Listed in Taxay’s ‘‘Comprehensive 
Catalogue” as R-7 and unpriced. 


494 1844 From the same dies as last, with quadruple stripes to shield. Similar quality as 
preceding, almost Uncirculated, prooklike; faintest touches of cabinet friction. 
Exceptionally bold strike, full head and stars. Very rare. 


495 1845 About Extremely Fine, traces of original mint frost here and there about the devices, 
An attractive, well-struck specimen, with surfaces somewhat less bag-marked than 
usual; a few minor edge nicks are of no consequence. 


496 1849 = Strictly Fine, evenly worn; cleaned long ago, now retoning. Lightly, though rather 
extensively bag-marked, the way this usually comes in this grade, A fully acceptable 
example for either the date or type collector. 


VERY RARE 1852 PROOF DOLLAR 


497 1852  Restrike. Centered date; reverse with diagonal die file marks behind vertical stripes in 
shield. Brilliant Proof, exceedingly frosty devices, with highly reflective, glittering 
fields, Slightly mishandled, there being a couple of obverse pin scratches, and a small 
defect in field r. of Liberty from removal of an old spot. Nonetheless, a beautiful 
coin, really far more attractive than our description implies. Very rare, probably 
fewer than two or three dozen survive from an unknown quantity of restrikes minted 
after 1859. Ex-Gustav Lichtenfels collection (Kreisberg-Schulman sale, March 18-21,

498 1858 _ Brilliant Proof, suggestion of pale gold tone. Choice, and very nearly of “Gem” 
quality, only one or two tiny lint marks from foreign matter adhering to the obverse 
die, and one trivial short scratch left of date, but no other signs of mishandling. Not 
perfectly struck-up on very top of eagle’s left wing, a striking characteristic 
frequently found on this issue. A beautiful, glittering example, one of the finer 
specimens preserved from the original low mintage of 80, all struck only in Proof. A

499 1860 Very Fine or perhaps better, the lustrous and sharp reverse claims to an EF grade. 


500 1864 Extremely Fine. Attractive medium gray tone. Surfaces relatively clean. The only 
defect worthy of note being a scratch across pole arm and right breast. 


S01 1866 With motto. A magnificent, choice Proof, deeply toned to a beautiful steel-blue 
opalescence with some purplish modulations. Very rare and undervalued; only 725 
struck. First regular year of issue with the motto INGOD WE TRUST on the reverse.

$02 1868 The rare variety with date slanting down to right. Gem Brilliant Proof, acquiring a 
beautiful, delicate blue and pale gold iridescence around the borders. “Wire edge” 
nearly completely around on both sides. One of the finest we have ever handled. 
Only 600 Proofs were made of this issue, and probably no more than a few dozen 


| survive today. PLATE 
[503 1870-CC Borderline Uncirculated, prooflike surfaces displaying natural warm gray patina, | 


blending with frosty mint brilliance. A bold impression, with full head, stars at left 
up, almost full on right, reverse sharp. Exceptional quality, only trivial indications of 
bag marks. Especially rare in or near Mint State. This date should be of special 
interest as the first Carson City silver dollar. Only 12,462 pieces struck of this issue,

504 1870-CC Very Fine and sharp, some areas bordering on the EF level. Somewhat lustrous, with 
pleasing light gray and gold tone. Overall, a very attractive example of this scarce 
first-year ““CC’’ issue. 


505 1870-CC A third, Strictly Very Fine, nearly the equal to last in terms of actual wear, but 
cleaning within recent years has revealed some of the always present tiny handling 
marks, A completely acceptable and desirable specimen. 


[506 1871 Deeply, iridescently toned choice Proof. Splendid patina, ranging from pale golden | 


tints near borders to predominant hues of shimmering blues and violets. A few faint 


hairlines, an exceptionally beautiful example. | 


507 1873 Last year of the design. Brilliant Uncirculated, fully lustrous and frosty; delicate 
golden-pink tone; traces of obv. fingerprint. Fields virtually immaculate, the only bag 
marks are two tiny ones on the obverse border, along with one nick on rock left of 
shield; otherwise pristine, Above average strike. A premium type coin.

508 1895 The “King” of the Morgan Dollars. A beautifully toned Proof; glittering light 
steel-blue iridescence around peripheral devices, mingling with original pale golden 
brilliance in the central areas. The head and eagle are nicely frosted, as are many 
letters in legends; knife-rim or “wire edge” on both sides, nearly completely around 
on reverse. Quite attractive, though the fields with some faint hairlines, otherwise 
choice and above average for Proofs of this date. Always in tremendous demand, and 
in today’s soaring numismatic market, rarities such as this are certain to be an 


| excellent investment.

509 1873 First year of issue. Just about Extremely Fine. Cleaned but beginning to retone.

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RARE 1827 ORIGINAL QUARTER 


THE EXCESSIVELY RARE 1827 ORIGINAL QUARTER 


670 1827. Browning 1. ORIGINAL, the denomination on the reverse with a curled-based 2. 
BRILLIANT PROOF, acquiring delicate touches of pale gold toning around the 
devices; with the usual centering, obverse border denticles somewhat weak at very 
top and bottom; undoubtedly cleaned once, many years ago. Identifiable by one 
barely discernible edge nick between the eighth and ninth stars, this being mentioned 
only for the sake of accuracy and the enlightenment of perfectionists. Both dies 
faintly rusted, as on all Originals known, together with a faint reverse crack from 
center serif of E in UNITED, through base of D, along top of motto ribbon, to 1. 
base of A in AMERICA, through centers of ME; these rust marks and die crack 
became further advanced when used upon the regular business strikes of 1828, 
Browning-1, from whence the die shattered. The Originals can be distinguished from 
the later Restrikes, minted circa 1858-60, as those were struck from a cracked and 
rusted reverse of 1819, Browning-2, with square-based 2 in 25 C. 

The 1827 Original Quarter Dollar represents the rarest date United States 
silver coin actually made in the year dated, and has never had the slightest shadow of 
doubt or controversy attached to it, since Joseph J. Mickley obtained his four Proofs 
directly from the Philadelphia Mint in the year of issue. To the best of our 
knowledge, the latest research has established that between ten and twelve Originals 
are now extant, contrary to all previous published opinions. A completely accurate 
listing of the known specimens is virtually impossible, as many pedigrees are 
extremely confused, several are either indistinguishable or totally lacking 
photographically, and these difficulties are compounded by the fact that several 
earlier dealers had a vested interest in the false claim that only five or six Originals 
were made. 

This classic American rarity is of infinitely greater importance and 
desirability than some of the clandestinely-made rarities, such as the 1804 Dollar, the 
1885 Trade Dollar, and the 1913 Liberty Head Nickel. The last auction appearance 
of a specimen of this highly-coveted 1827 Original Quarter was in the R.L. Miles, Jr. 
collection, which brought $16,000 nearly four-and-one-half years ago. The specimen 
offered herein is from the Alvarez collection, never before auctioned and previously 
unknown. The only others to pass through our hands in nearly three decades were 
the F.C.C. Boyd coin (WGC 89), and the Adolphe Menjou example. 

Collectors should be cognizant of the fact that once this fantastic rarity has 
been awarded to a successful bidder, it may be another decade or two before another 
specimen can be flushed out of hiding. Therefore, if you consider yourself among the 
numismatic elite, then here is the proverbial “once in a lifetime opportunity” to

We consider this Museum collection of SYCEE to be the finest, and possibly one of the 
largest and most varied in existence. All pieces are catalogued, dated, weights recorded. 
They are housed in four special cabinets that Mr. Kann had specially made for this 
collection. This collection contains 199 different pieces and dates back to Year 148 — 
Shang-Chun-Ting — Emperor Chien Ho — second year. 


Sycee is said to have been used as far back as the time of Kubali Kahn in the 13th 
Century, however, it was not used in China extensively until the 18th Century. It was 
found to be of great benefit in commercial transactions. Since there was no coin in a 
Tael weight, Sycee was used between banks for commercial payments, Payment in Sycee 
implies the use of bullion in given Tael weight. Sycee was molded in many shapes and in 
weights ranging from 1 to 50 Taels. They are issued by banking houses and are inscribed 
to guarantee silver content which was the purest form known in commerce and was, 
therefore, negotiable in any part of the world.
